The supreme court this week ren­ 
dered a decision upholding the mora­ 
torium law of Minnesota. 
There has 
been much speculation regarding the 
attitude of the courts on the complete 
Roosevelt emergency program as to 
whether it will stand the test of the 
courts. 
Section IO, article I, of the 
constitution says: "No state shall . . 
. . pass any . . . . law impairing the 
obligation of contracts.” 
In Minne­ 
sota case tiieri1 was the clear impair­ 
ment of contract. 
A party borrowed 
money under a definite lawful con­ 
tract. 
The state legislature passed a 
moratorium 
law 
impairing such 
a 
contract. 
In this decision 
the su­ 
premo court says: “While emergency 
does 
not 
create 
power, 
emergency 
may furnish the occasion for the ex­ 
ercise of power.” 
Thus we sis? pri­ 
vate rights, even though defined by 
the constitution, may he sacrificed in 
an emergency for the general welfare 
of the whole people. 
The supreme 
court was divided 5 to 4, thus show­ 
ing the importance of knowing how 
each proposed member stands on pro­ 
perty and human rights, before being 
appointed to this court. 
Those favor­ 
ing human rights in this 
instance 
were: Chief Justice Hughes and Jus­ 
tices Brandies, 
Stone, Cardozo and 
Roberts.

BV STATE HEALTH OFFICER 


Measles is again prevalent in Tex­ 
as, according to Dr. John W. Brown, 
state health officer. 
After the epi­ 
demic of this desea se last year, it 
was thought there would not be so 
many eases this year, but tin* num­ 
bers of reports received leads L>r. 
Brown to warn against the needless 
exposure of children to measles. 
Especial care is 
required during 
the convalescent 
period.

tions at this stage, with end results 
of kidney trouble or impairment of

hearing,

Obviously, 
everything
